HOW THE CITY'S INCOME MAY BE 
INCREASED. | 
In a young and growing City Mike | 


Calgery, whose Increasing needs are 
constantly outstripping its income, 
substantial though It ts, every per- 


gon and corporation doing business 
here is expeciod to contribute to the 
civic treasury according to his or) 
its means. Now that the City asses- | 
sor is engaged in bie annual duty of 
making up the assesément roll 
which is the basis of the year's tax- | 
ation, the time is opportune for a) 
‘pustness dtscumsion of some of the 
{mportant features of the City's as- 


eessment. , 

The total assessment § last year 
was a few thousand in excess of wo 
million dollars. It seems to ihe Her- | 
ald that thie amount, toversviy de | 
cent though it ts, might without in- 
justicn. or hardship wo anyorty, be 
materialiy increased by the tt uw 
of equalization. There is at present | 
& considerable amount of: inequality | 
and theréfore injustice, in the way 
local taxation is enforced. A mer- 
chant, for instance, who owns the 
building and lot which constitute | 
ie place of business is assessed not 
only un his real estate but un his 
stock, while insurance companies, 
loan associations, banks and other 
corporations owning the property in 
which they transhct business are tax- 
ed only on their buildings and jots. 
Their stock-in-trade, which consists 
of their capital, goes scott free. Thus 
the merchant is bairing more than 
his share of the burden. The remedy 
would appear to be the aseessment 
of the incomes of corporations as 
well as individuals. If doubt exists 
as to the City’s power to tax corpor- 
ations on their income it is only ne- 
cessary to refer.to a Gecision of Mr. 
Justice Scott in a case in potnt. The 
- town of Macleod asserged the Union 
Bank of Canada on an income of 
five thousand dollars. The Union 
Bank appealed from the decision of 
the Court of Revision and. the judee 
upheld the town and declared the 
aseesement not only lees! but just 

In givire judgment Mr.Ju«*ice Scott 
wid: “The appellants having ad- 
mitted an income to the amount 
asecsted, from their Macleod branch, 
they should in my opinion be liable 
to taxation ia of it, trre- 
epective of the result of the year's 
transactions in other places outside 
the mnniripality.. In~ carrying on 
the Macierd branch thev are reaping 
the benefit jointly with the other 
ratepayers of the money . exnended 
by the municipality and in the ab- 
@ence of any provisions to the con- 
trary, they should, under Sec. NB, 
bear their share of the burden.’ 

If the four chartered banks doing 
business in Calgary were assessed 
on an income of say $10,000 each, 
the city would profit to the extent of 
Qbout twenty wis on forty thous- 
sud doliast, which would pay nearly 
a fourth of the interest on the 
Waterworks bonds. - 

There is another class of personal 
property and income which should 
bear ite share of taxation, While 
we have in Calgary many ebter- 
prising citizens who have invested 
their capital im the erection cf fine- 
buildings and Other improvements, 
we have other equally good citizens 
Whose eniciprise goes no further 
thas letting their money out at in- 
terest. It is not fair to tax the first 
class heavily and allow the second 
Ciass to go scott free. Both are 
receiving the benefits of city govern- 
mest and expenditure and both 
should contribute toward the taxes. 

Still another available source of 
revenue is to be found in the stocks 
of eastern wholesale firms doing 
business bere. Gome of these have 
carloads of goods stored in cellars 
or other out of the way places. The 
Merald believes in giving every 
reasonable encouragement to whole 
eale houses to establish themselves 
in Calgary, but it is bardly tair w 
firms already establishea and who 
are paying taxes to allow eastern 
ho.ses who may have agents here 
in the city to carry on a wholesale 
business without becoming taxpayers 

A fourth and last resource for the 
a@seeesor exists in large enterprises 
which under the protection of pub- 
lic franchises are deriving large 
revenues from the city Until we 
are prepared for full civic control 
and ownership of publi industries 
Uke electite lights. tel phones, gas 
companies and street railways, the 
eclty should at least derive a consid- 
erable revenue from them “th the 
shape of either taxes or royalties 
The Bell Tel:phone company, though | 
doing a highly profitable business tn 
the city, is probably contributing a 


much as can reasonab’y Be expected |
